I have been reading up on the League 
of Nations, as many have of late, and 
studying the speeches of President Wil- 
son and of Hiram Johnson and other 
fire-eating politician, and the more I 
study into it the more I think our Presi- 
dent is nearest to the right. He has ex- 
ploded all their objections, it seems to 
me, and left them without a leg to stand 
on, except partisanism. 

Sometimes one can judge of a subject 


matter, not display, and the regular rateg__by who is for and against it, the same 


And when we explain this’ 
to them they invariably get real peeved 
about it. 

The Government, all the ‘‘drives,’’ the 
churches, lodges, clubs, organizations and 
individuals, all work that stuff on the 
newspapers, until we are covered up with 
it neck deep every day of our lives and 
all free, free, free.

If a dance, banquet, entertainment or 
anything of the sort is given, for the 
purpose of raising funds, the committees 
go to the grocery, the market, the other 
stores, the musicians, and get what they 
want, AND PAY FOR IT. They next 
come to the newspaper and ask it to 
donate free the only merchandise in the 
world it has to sell to make a living out 
of. Why is it?

Me stuff would 
not interest anybody, to the best of my 
knowledge and belief. He wanted it 
published in. the News—free, of course.

‘‘Retracing the steps of human prog- 
ress, he thrilled to the thought that bis 
great mission in advocacy of the peace 
treaty and the League of Nations was also 
winning a new world to a new and better 
day. 
‘The taunts of his opponents concern. 
ing the Shantung pact and the alleged dif- 
ficulties of Article X were taken up and 
the issues squarely faced. Each and 
every misrepresentation was exposed. 
‘Opponents of the treaty had declared 
that the international doctrine dearest to 
the hearts of Americans was in 


danger. 
~~ |To this came the reply that Article XXTI 


specifically protected that doctrine: 


“Nothing in this convenant shall be deemed to 
affect the validity of international engagements 
such as treaties or abitration or regional under- 
Standings like the Monroe Doctrine for securing 
the maintenance of peace. 


“But the President did more than 
quote that very explicit clanse. He 
pointed out that the whole of the League 
provisions constituted an application of 
the Monroe doctrine to all the world. 
They provide that: 

“No nation shall anywhere extend its powers 


or seek to interfere with the political independ- 
ence of the peoples of the world. 


‘‘And he went beyond even that to gay: 


“I tell you, my fellow Citizens, that that is the 


‘Yet another dreaded alternative 
pointed out in the Presidential utterance 
is that if America eannot signa peace with 
her allies she will be isolated, and possibly 
compelled to make a separate peace with 
Germany.
